The ivjplc of Denver had long been 


working to Rricuve the regular overlati'1 
stage route, then councctlnK the L., ^ 
and the west. 
In 1802 Ben Ilolliday, 


a veteran singe man, became proprie- 
tor of the great overland line, and he 
agreed upon a route running through 
Denver to the wost. He decided to dis- 
continue that part of the road running 
up the Nortli Platte and tbe Swectwa- 
ter rivers and across South Pass, Wy. 
The rnany Indian difficulties experi- 
enced on £iis route tvere the induce- 
ments to abandon It. 


The new trail led by way of Jules- 


burff. Colo., to Denver, and on over the 
established wagon road to Fort Lup- 
ton. and north across Laranile plains, 
then due wpst through Bridge Pass, 
tt'y., fining the old trail leading 
across the country to tho PacHc coast. 
The change was made Curing the sum- 
mer of I8f52. 
All fco rolling stock, 


horses and other property of the com- 
pany wore? pathorccl at the- station just 
abovo Di'vil's Gate, iu central 'Wyo- 
ming. 
Company A cf the Eleventh 


Ohio cavalry, with Major O'Parrell In 
command, was the detalleil escort at 
at, the time. 


During tho first day tho long line of 


coaches, wogoris, horses and mules 
made 11 miles from the station where 
the property had been gathered. The 
route chosen was directly south from 
the Swot'twater river. The camp se- 
lected was in a gap in the mountains 
where there were a line spring and 
plenty of wood for cooking pui poses. 


Shortly after going Into camp the 


major discovered that quite a number 
of hla soldiers were Intoxicated, and he 
at once sent for Lieutenant W. H. 
Brown, who was officer of the flay, and 
Informed tilm of the condition of many 
of the men and gave It as his opinion 
that soml one was selling whisky to 
the camp. The command was doing 
escort duty not only for stage stock 
aud stores, but also for a camber of 


selves of the opportunity for safe con- 
duct over the plains. 


Ivleutecant Brown received orders 


to search all wagons, and if he should 
discover whisky to destroy It. Taking 
a corporal and three or four men. he 
commenced the search for the contra- 
band article and found at last a barrel 
of whisky in an e migrant wagon. Tlic 
officer ordered his men to roll tbe bar- 
rel out of tho tvagou. knock in the head 
ftiid empty tlie contents on the ground. 
This was done, but it chanced that the 
spot where the whisky was enjptied 
was just above the spring, and the 
flery liqnlfl went pouring down into 
tbe water supply of the camp. 


The soldiers saw what was going 


on. and they rushed forward with 
cups, canteens, buckets and camp ket- 
tles to save what they could of t!io 
coveted "spirits." Many a mnn stoop- 
fd over UK? spring and drank almost 
without breathing until be was drunk. 


One soldier who had succeeded In 


getting a full canteen from the spring
